S^  minutes  in  the  morning,  consequently  invisible. 

^d.  The  second  will  be  of  the  Sun,  June  5th  in  the  after- 
i;.oon  at  0  hours  50  minutes,  invisible  here,  owing  to  the 
Moon's  great  South  Latitude. 

3d.  The  diird  will  be  of  the  Sun,  October  30th,  at  8  hours 
68  minutes,  in  the  afternoon,  invisible. 

4t^.  The  fourth  will  be  of  the  Moon,  on  the  morning  of  the 
ll-th  of  Nov.  at   11  hours   45  minutes,  consequently  invisible.

Your  mowing  lands  too  if  of  a  dry  soil,  will  amply  repay  *hf  cNocnse  of  one 
or  two  buihels  of  plaster  to  the  acre — or  a  fyw  of  lime  or  loai !;  d  I'stjt'?. 
Nurse  your  stock  with  potatoes,  or  ^.'arrots  if  you  huvc  the  in.  As  soon  h^ 
the  ground  is  bare  let  your  sheep  rarge  on  your  ^tuliblc  fifilils,  u  rt  t  jown 
^ith  clover  for  mowing.  Green  herbago  is  the  most  natural  fccil  i'ox-  ►iiccp. 
If  you  have  no  such  fields,  give  them  potatoes  and  ca.Tots,  (but  not  turni^vs,) 
M  a  substitute.     Keep  them  from  your  mowi'.ii:  grounds. 

Plough  for  spring  grain.  Sow  all  your  spriijg  grains  as  tpriy  as  possible, 
with  due  caution  against  frost«.  Be  especially  careful  to  catch  a  dry  Reed 
time,  if  you  can.  A  strict  attention  to  this  part  of  good  faruiino:,  will  well 
pay  your  care,  by  the  diftcrcnce  in  tht;  value  «>fyour  crop.  If  wheat  Lc 
washed  in  clear  spring  water  the  water  being  clinngcil  two  cx  ilu'ce  tii'U'S,  and 
It  be  well  rubbed  and  stirred  about  in  each  cliai^gc  ol'  the  water,  tho  gruia 
way  be  entirely  cleansed  from  snuit.

Plant  potatoes  in  tills  month,  if  practicable.  Choose  a  warm  rich  pi^ne  o!' 
ground  near  the  house,  of  one,  two,  three,  or  four  rods ;  render  it,  rich  w-it!^ 
horse  or  hog  manure.  ..  :  •  /ii   "

If  you  smear  your  s«ed-corn  rH  over  with  tar,  and  sprinkle  ashes  or  plas- 
ter on  it  before  planting,  to  prevent  the  birds  or  squarrels  from  digging  it  up, 
you  must  remember  that  it  will  be  necessary  first  to  soak  it  enough  to  makfi 
it  vegetate,  for,  otherwise,  the  coat  of  tar  will  keep  out  the  moisture,  an  I 
hinder  the  seed's  sprouting.  Soaking  seed-corn  in  copperas-water  just  pre- 
viously to  planting  it,  is  said  to  be  highly  beneficial;  as  it  not  only  has*c>v> 
vegetation,  but  also  prever^ts  the  worms  destroying  the  youug  plant?.  An 
ouTice  of  copperas  may  be  suHitient  for  every  quart  of  seed,  and  it  ought  to 
he  steeped  about  twenty-four  hours.

O,  he's  as  tcilious  as 
is  a  tired  horse,  or  railiing  wife  ;  worse  than  h  smoky  house  : — I  had  rather 
live  with  cheese  and  garlic,  in  a  windmill,  t'u*,  than  feed  on  cakes,  and  have 
him  talk  to  me,  in  any  duminer-liouse  in  Christendom."  "  I  cannot  choose 
but  to  cross  him,"  said  Billy  Busycver  of  Nathnn  Narrative  ;  "  the  sight  of 
him  affects  me  as  much  ns  that  of  the  ghost  did  Elihu  ;  whon  I  meet  the 
long-tongued,  button-holding  reciter  of  a  morning,  and  cannot  dodge  him. 
before  he  begins  his  one  thousand  and  one  storiei,  alas,  suy  I  to  myself,  all 
business  is  knocked  in  the  head  for  this  day,  unless  I  resolutely  cross  him  and 
quit  him."

Ilesities  the  processes  in  regard  to  seed-corn  which  we  mentioned  in  May, 
imnc  persons' practise  soaking  it  in  a  liquid  containing  spirits  of  turpentine 
Allowing  one  gill  of  the  spirits  to  make  a  liquid  sufficient  for  soaking  one 
quart  of  seed.  Others  soak  it  in  a  decoction  of  swett  elder,  (,'orn  should 
not  bo  planted  deep.  The  roots  always  run  to  a  proper  depth,  if  the  seeds  he 
planted  near  the  surface.     Plant  seed-potatoes  whole. 

Jur.v.  "  Vrriue?  a  fig  !  'tis  in  ourselves,  that  we  arc  thus,  or  thus.  Our 
bodies  «re  our  gardens ;  to  the  which,  our  wills  are  garduiKjrs  ;  so  that  if  wo 
will  plant  nettles,  or  sow  lettuce  ;  set  hyssop,  and  weed  up  thyme;  Bup|)ly 
it  wi:h  one  gender  of  herbs,  or  distract  It  with  many  ;  either  to  have  it  sterd 
with  idleness,  or  manured  with  industry;  why,  the  power  and  corrigihUi 
authority  of  this  lies  in  our  wills.  If  tho  balance  of  our  lives  had  not 
one  scale  of  reason  to  poise  another  of  sensuality,  thu  blood  ami  busenesi*  oi 
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onr  natures  would  conduct  ui  to  most  preposterous  conclusions.  But  wc 
Jiave  reason  to  cool  our  raging  motions,  our  carnal  stings,  our  unhiitetl 
Iwsts ;  whereof  I  take  this,  that  you  call  love,  to  be  a  sect  or  scion."  "At- 
tend assiduously  to  the  due  and  careful  cultivation  of  both  tliy  natural,  and 
moral,  and  intellectual,  gardens,"  said  uncle  Methuselah  to  his  neighbour 
Wildwing,  "  and  suflernettles,  and  henbane,  and  nightshade,  and  bohonupaSj 
to  grow  in  neither.  Weed  out  o{  the  one  all  poisonous  and  useless  vcgcra- 
bleo,  and  root  out  of  the  other  all  pestiferous  and  dangerous  principles  and 
passions.  Let  neither  become  steril,  or  worse  than  skeril,  through  idleness 
and  inattention.  On  the  cothtrary,  l«t  industry,  decision,  patience,  ami  per- 
severance, produce  therein  a  large  abundance  of  every  thing  good,  whoie- 
lome,  beautifying  and  happifying.  Let  love  to  neighbour,  and  love  to  self, 
ever  run  in  equal  and  parellel  lines,  through  every  scene  and  every  incident 
of  your  life. — Love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law — Love  is  heaven,  aud  heaven 
is  Love.'* 

Thin  out,  and  earth  up,  all  your  plants :  frequent  hoeing  is  both  rain  and 
manure  to  them,  especially  in  dry  weather,  and  if  done  early  in  the  moro- 
jog.  Dress  your  cornhill»,  at  the  hoeingf,  with  a  handful  of  plaster,  or  \\v% 
or  leached  ahhes,  if  it  be  needed.  Have  no  loitering  while  having  drives. 
IL«rvest  your  grain  early.  All  that  is  gained,  perhaps,  by  late  harvesting, 
is  only  an  addition  to  the  skin  of  the  grain. 

August.    "  First  follow  nature,  and  )'our  judgment  frama 
By  her  Just  standard,  which  is  still  the  smne» 
Unerring   nature,   still   divinely  bright. 
One  clear,  unchanged,  and  universal  light.

"  Lei  nature,  then,  be  thy  lawgiver  and  guide,  in  all  thy  agricultural  ex- 
periments and  processes,"  said  uncle  Zebedce  Oldschool  to  Triptolemus  Vi- 
siouist.  Don't  plough  in  January,  nor  sow  in  February,  nor  reap  in  March, 
nor  make  fence  m  July,  nor  sled  your  winter's  wood  in  August,  nor  go  a 
hunting  in  June,  nor  set  off'on  a  hundred  mile  visit  in  May  ;  for  all  this  runs 
ft  little  counter  to  Nature's  inhtructious.  Neither  commence  quarrels  in  a 
frolic,  nor  frolics  in  a  meeting-house,  nor  mischiefs  in  the  court-house,  nor 
crimes  in  the  jail.  Begin  no  friendships  to  spite  enemies,  nor  animosities  t  > 
humour  friends.  Enter  not  on  lawsuits  in  a  passion,  nor  become  a  surety  iu 
liquor,  uor  lay  plans  in  a  consumption. — Thi3  clergy,  who  live  by  our  sin^, 
the  medical  faculty,  who  live  b)  our  diseases,  j.nd  the  law  gentry,  who  live  by 
our  misfortunes,  are  wise  in  their  generation,  and  manage  these  things  bel- 
tw." — "  Keep  your  head  cool;  your  feet  dry  and  warm;  your  body  open 
!;••  nature  would  have  it ;  and  then  you  may  bid  the  faculty  kiss  your  toe, 
Viiti;  as  good  a  grace  as  the  Pope  himself — such  nearly  were  the  only  cou? 
tents  o^  a  scaled  volume  which  the  celebrated  Bocrhaave  left  as  a  rich  le- 
gacy to  posterity." 

It  is  better  to  cut  grain  early,  because,  though  it  wHl  be  somewhat  harder 
to  tl*rash,  yet  there  will  bo  less  waste,  in  its  shelling  out,  in  harvesting  an<i 
cartjug  iu.    Plants  may  bo  watered  u   little,  early  in   the  morning;  or  at 


eveniMff,  if  iii  a  dry  8oi!,  and  the  weather  become  very  dry.     Nurse  with  the 
hue  such  potatoes  as  are  not  fit  to  be  dug.     Sow  turnips  for  winter.

AGRICUIiTUSAIi. 

Mr,  J.  Nelson,  of  Mecklenburg,  Virginia,  has  published  the 
fallowing  cure  for  the  rot  and  scab  in  sheep,  which  he  has  made 
use  of  with  very  great  success : 

"  In  the  year  1800,  my  flock  was  so  very  indlfiercnt^,  tha: 
from  ninety  sheep  I  sheared  only  130  weight  of*  wool,  so  sorry 
as  to  be  barely  fit  to  make  clothing  for  young  negroes.  Im- 
mediately after  shearing,  I  made  use  of  the  following  mixture: 
Three  gallons  of  tar,  and  three  do.  of  train  oil,  Imiled  together, 
to  which  was  added  three  pounds  of  roll  brimstone  fnu^ly  pow- 
deretl  and  stirred  in.  This  quantity  was  sufficient  for  the  above 
number,  and  was  poured  on  with  a  kitchen  ladle,  from  the  top 
of  the  head  along  the  back  bone  to  the  tail.  At  the  next  shear- 
ing (in  1807)  from  78  of  the  same  sheep,  I  sheared  360  pounds 
of  very  good  wool,  and  instead  of  20  to  25  sorry  lambs,  coni- 
mordy  raised  from  my  flock,  I  raiseil  55  as  fine  as  I  ever  saw. 
Since  this  application  I  have  been  frequently  asked  by  my  neigh- 
bors, where  I  got  such  fine  sheep  from.  This  remedy  was  ta- 
ken from  an  old  eastern  paper,  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  have 
lost  or  mislaid.  It  may  be  necessary  to  add,  that  I  have  conti- 
nued to  make  use  of  this  application  with  thesame  success,  anu 
that  when  train  oil  is  diflicult  to  be  had,  any  kind  of  grease,  such 
as  in  used  for  plantation  leather  will  answer," 
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VALUABLE  EXPERIMENTS. 

Tt>  show  the  dijfcrence  between  raw  ccrii^  and  com  meal 

cooked f  as  feed  for  hogs. 
Extract  ofa  tetter  to  the  Editorof  the  American  Farmer,  dated  Dec.  IS,  1854-. 
"  Some  two  years  ago,  while  I  was  confined  to  the  fire-side 
l)y  a  cold,  I  amused  myself  with  several  experiments,   to  find 
the  increase  by  weight  of  corn,  rye,  shorts^  &c.  by  boiling  and 
cooking,  with  a  view  to  economising  hog  food.     I  soon  became 
conyinced,  that  wonderful  effects  might  be  easily  produced ;  and 
though  I  then  made  a  regular  record  of  what  1  did,  sti*imge  to 
tell,  I  have  never,  till  lately?  attempted  to  put  my  theow  into 
practice.     I  have  had,  since  the  first  day  of  December,  l\n  ac- 
tual experiment  going  on  between  raw  corn,  and  meal  made  into 
good  thick  mush  ;  two  pigs,  of  about  one  hundred  weight  each, 
have  been  eating,  seven  pounds  each,  of  raw  corn,  per  twenty- 
lour  hours ;  tmd  two   others  of  near  the  same  size,   have  had 
exactly  seven  pounds  of  meal  made  into  goo<l  mush,  between 
them.     These  seven  pounds  of  meal,  cooked  into  the  state  of 
good  stifl'  mush,  weigh  from  28  to  33  pounds.     I  weighed  my 
pigs  accurately,    at   beginning,   and  weighed  again  two  days; 
since,  to  mark  the  progress.     The  two  eating  fourteen  pounds 
oi'corn  per  day,  had  increased  seventeen  pounds  in  sixteen  days ; 
the  two  eating  seven  pounds  of  cooked  meal  per  day,  had  in- 
creased twenty-four  pounds  in  tlic  same  time.     Here  is  a  saving 
of  one  half  the  corn.     I  shall  carry  them  on  till  early  in  Janu« 
ary,  when  I  shall  kill  them." 

directions  for  raising  Cabbages. — Take  from  the  stumps  of 
oid  cabbages  which  you  generally  set  out  early  in  the  spring, 
the  most  prominent  shoots,  after  tliey  have  sufficientiy  expanded 
themselves,  and  set  them  out  in  the  same  manner  }'ou  do  your 
plants,  and  they  will  immediately  take  root  and  afford  you  a 
very  early  and  luxuriant  cabbage.  Those  who  have  tried  this 
method  affirm  that  they  are  much  earlier  and  by  far  superior 
to  any  that  can  be  raised  from  the  plants.  They  n^st  be  bro- 
ken from  the  stumps,  and  not  cut  off^  as  their  small  fibres 
greatly  facilitate  tlieir  taking  root. 

To  remove  ChilUaiiis. — ^I'ake  an  ounce  of  wliite  copperas, 
dissolved  in  a  quart  of  water,  and  occasionally  apply  it  to  tlie 
part  affected.  This  will  ultimately  remove  uie  most  obstinate 
blains.  N.  B.  Ihis  application  must  be  used  before  they 
break,  otherwise  it  will  do  injury.
